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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: First, the applicant argues that Uehara in view of 
Stewart fails to teach LEDs to separately control the intensity of the light emitted by at least one of the LEDs. The examiner respectfully 
disagrees; Uehara teaches the use of a light-emitting layer, which is inclusive of LEDs as well known backlights for LCD displays. 
Additionally Stewart teaches separately driving backlights in order to allow for dynamic color balancing. Additionally the applicant argues 
that the two are not combinable because they use different types of backlight technology. The examiner respectfully disagrees; just 
because two technologies are not the same does not mean that the ideas of one cannot apply to the other dynamic color balancing can be 
applied to any kind of backlight not just the ones taught by Stewart. Second the applicant argues that the LEDs are not adjusted on a 
frame-by-frame basis. The examiner respectfully disagrees, Stewart teaches a dynamic color balancing which means that the color 
balancing can be done at any given frame. Third, the applicant argues that the applicant's admitted prior art does not teach the attributes 
of LEDs as claimed, however paragraphs [0037 and 0046] clearly states that such LEDs are commercially available. Fourth, the applicant 
argues that it would not have been obvious to adjust the emission properties of the backlight to comply with well-known standards. The 
examiner respectfully disagrees, such adjustments must be made in order for the display to work correctly with well-known standards and 
making said adjustments would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art. 
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
